Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  your  Health 
Department  far  the  year  1955 » 

Once  again  the  Report  contains  information  about  services  provided  for  your  area 
by  the  County  Council,  as  well  as  those  provided  by  yourselves. 

The  vital  statistics  have  generally  remained  satisfactory.  We  have  continued  to 
have  a  rather  high  incidence  of  pneumonia  in  Nldderdale,  which  is  the  part  of  your 
area  where  housing  standards  are  lowest. 

The  officers  of  your  Health  Department  can  only  deal  satisfactorily  with  unfit 
houses  if  the  people  living  in  them  are  provided  with  better  houses  in  which  to 
live,  and  every  effort  should  be  made  to  provide  these  for  our  people,  in  spite  of 
financial  stringency.  Most  of  those  living  in  bad  conditions  are  old  folk  #r  small 
families,  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  plan  the  provision  of  houses  suitable  to  their 
needs. 

Much  remains  t®  be  done  before  your  District  is  adequately  served  by  water  supplies 
and  sewage  disposal  works. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  again  written  the  portions  of  the  Report  which  deal 
with  sanitary  circumstances,  public  cleansing,  food,  and  housing, 

I  am  indebted  to  him  and  his  colleagues  f»r  an  Immense  amount  of  help  and  advice. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  t*  the  Clerk  and  the  other  officers  and  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  »f  the  Council  for  their  continued  kindness,

BIRTHS 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  ®f  13=34  shows  *nce  again  a  decrease  on  that  for 
the  previous  year  and  Is  lower  than  the  national  rate  of  15.0. 

DEATHS 

The  adjusted  death  of  8,6 3  shows  a  considerable  fall  compared  with  the 
rate  of  10=59  for  1954,  and  compares  favourably  with  a  national  rate  of  11.7. 

NATURAL  INCREASE  OF  POPULATION 

The  number  of  births  exceeded  the  number  of  deaths  by  33. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY 

Six  children  under  one  year  of  age  died  during  19550  giving  an  infantile 
mortality  rate  #f  37=5  per  1,000  live  births.  In  1954  there  were  no  such 
deaths.  This  rate  compares  with  the  national  rate  of  24.9.

Some  cynic  has  said  chat  never  before  have  parents  had  access 
to  such  a  vast  store  of  fact  and  theory  on  bringing  up  children 
as  they  have  to"dayc  and  that  never  before  have  parents  had 
less  confidence  in  their  parental  abilities. 

Whatever  the  truth  of  this  ;  is  certainly  a  fact  that  some 
parents  worry  excessively  about  the  care  and  management  of  their 
children.  Infant  welfare  centres  are  places  where  authoritative 
advice  is  available  and  where  mothers  can  meet  to  compare  notes 
and  discuss  their  problems  with  each  other  and  with  the  nursing 
and  medical  staff.  Much  maternal  tension  is  thereby  relieved, 
and,  if  they  served  no  other  purpose  at  all,  welfare  centres  would 
still  be  well  worth  while.

The  Division  is  covered  by  7  Home  Nurse  Midwives,  It  will  be  seen 
that  approximately  one  fifth  of  the  total  confinements  took  place  in 
the  home,  while  the  remainder  occurred  in  institutions.  The  tendency 
to  discharge  mothers  and  infants  home  before  the  fourteenth  day  has 
continued,  and  our  midwives  have  had  to  accept  181  early  discharges 
from  hospital  into  their  care.  Such  a  system  is  in  various  ways  rather 
unsatisfactory  to  all  the  parties. 

The  Department  continues  to  investigate  and  make  recommendations

The  scope  of  the  Health  Visitor's  duties  has  expanded  considerably 
since  the  operation  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 

In  addition  to  her  original  functions  as  guide,  philosopher  and 
friend  to  the  mothers  and  young  children  on  her  district  she  now 
spends  an  increasing  amount  of  time  in  looking  after  the  aged, 
supervising  the  work  of  home  helps  in  the  home,  and  working  in 
cooperation  with  general  practitioners  for  the  benefit  of  their 
patients.  Many  practitioners  now  appreciate  the  extent  of  the  help  she 
can  give.

the  acquisition  of  the  site  Is  being  negotiated. 
There  is  no  proper  sewer  in  the  village  of 
Mickiey,  Most,  of  the  house  drainage  delivers 
into  septic  tanks  and  cesspools.  At  the  west 
end  of  the  village  there  is  a  drain  taking 
various  properties  and  discharging  into  the 
River  Ure,  As  in  the  case  of  Galphay  a  new 
scheme  Is  required  for  the  village,  and  one  which 
was  prepared  in  1935  has  been  brought  forward  and 
approved.

The  drainage  of  the  Burnt  Yates  portion  of 
this  parish  is  collected  by  a  drain  which 
discharges  on  to  land  on  the  slope  towards 
Shaw  Mills,  The  village  requires  properly 
sewering  and  providing  with  a  disposal  works. 
In  preparing  the  new  sewage  scheme  for 
Birstwith  your  Engineers  allowed  for  the 
adjacent  area  of  Clint  in  the  region  of  the 
Station  Hotel  to  be  included  for  treatment. 
The  houses  erected  by  the  Council  are 
provided  with  a  septic  tank  and  filter  which 
gives  adequate  treatment,  A  new  “on  site9 
scheme  was  constructed  to  serve  the  new 
Council  houses  on  the  Broomfield  Estate, 


The  most,  populous  portion  of  this  parish 
is  in  the  Lark  Hill  area  near  to  the  City  of 
Ripon  boundary.  It  is  served  by  a  very 
good  sewer  laid  during  the  1914-18  War  and 
taken  over  from  the  War  Department,  The 
disposal  is  by  two  small  sedimentation  tanks 
from  which  the  effluent  runs  on  to  land  areas 
and  thence  o  the  banks  of  the  River  Laver, 

It  is  no  a  very  efficient  disposal  works. 

The  tanks  were  orig  aally  part  of  a  fish 
hatchery  and  were  converted  to  sedimentation 
tanks,  and  the  land  areas  are  of  insufficient

WATER 


Fourteen  parishes  are  served  with  water  direct  from  the 
trunk  mains  traversing  the  area  and  belonging  to  the  Bradford, 

Leeds,  Harrogate  and  Ripon  Corporations,  There  are  also  many 
individual  connections  to  these  trunk  mains  to  properties  in 
the  outlying  areas.  In  a  further  fourteen  parishes  the  Council 
owns  individual  supplies  and  serves  the  more  populated  portions 
of  those  areas  Three  parishes  are  served  by  private  installations. 

The  proposed  Regional  water  scheme  has  not  yet  been  commenced, 
but  considerable  progress  towards  its  fruition  has  been  made.  In 
response  to  the  Council  stating  the  urgency  of  a  supply  of  water 
to  the  parishes  of  Hartwith-cum-Winsley  and  Dacre,  the  Ministry 
of  Local  Government  ar.d  Planning  agreed  to  allow  a  supply  from 
the  Summerbridge  borehole  to  be  piped  to  these  parishes.  Work 
commenced  on  laying  the  mains  for  the  scheme  in  July,  195u; 
contracts  for  the  erection  of  the  pumphouse,  pumping  gear  and  the 
steel  reservoir,  were  commenced  in  1955  and  water  was  available 
to  Dacre  and  Dacre  Banks  in  September,  1955,  and  to  °ummerbridge, 
Low  Lai  the, and  Smelthouses  in  November,  1955,  The  Council  has 
provided  some  200  free  connections  to  this  main  to  encourage  as 
many  householders  as  possible  to  take  the  new  supply. 

In  connection  with  a  supply  for  an  establishment  at  Forest 
Moor,  Darley,  the  Council  has  re-opened  a  borehole  and  provided 
pumping  &ear  and  some  2,100  yards  of  U "  C,I,  main.

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CESSPOOL  AND  TANK  EMPTYING  SERVICE 


The  emptying  of  domestic  septic  tanks  and  cesspools  is  worked  on  a 
rota  basis  according  to  the  type  and  state  of  individual  tanks. 

Vehicle  No.  2  operates  this  service  on  three  days  of  each  week.  During 
the  year  1+89  domestic  and  farm  tanks  and  27  Local  Authority  Installations 
received  tine  attention  of  this  service.  In  addition  the  Rural  Districts 
of  Wath  and  Leyburn  have  requested  and  obtained  the  use  of  this  vehicle 
for  properties  in  their  respective  areas.  This  service  has  worked 
extremely  well  and  has  given  much  satisfaction  to  properties  which  cannot 
be  connected  to  existing  sewers. 


The  following  table  shows  the  parishes  served  and  number  of  tanks  on 
registers- 
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SHOPS 


Seventy  two  premises  in  the  area  are  registered  under  the 
Shops  Act.  These  are  made  up  of  village  stores  and  post 
offices  in  the  more  thinly  populated  portions  of  the  area, 
with  a  more  specialised  type  of  shop  in  the  town  of  Pateley 
Bridge. 

Regular  inspections  are  made  of  these  premises  and  there 
has  been  little  cause  for  complaint. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


There  has  been  one  case  of  a  nuisance  arising  from  smoke 
emission  and  a  warning  was  issued  to  the  persons  concerned. 
Generally  speaking,  however,  there  is  no  cause  for  complaint 
from  smoke  emissions,  as  all  factories  etc.,  are  very 
conscious  that  inefficient  stoking  pollutes  the  atmosphere. 


ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS 


There  has  been  no  case  of  infestation  of  bed  bugs  during 
the  year. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  SERVICE 


The  collection  of  refuse  from  domestic  premises  in  your  area,  by 
direct  labour,  has  now  been  in  operation  for  nearly  three  years, 
and  has  given  a  satisfactory  service  to  the  greater  portion  of  the 
area. 


GENERAL  OUTLINE 


The  collection  is  carried  out  by  your  two  Dennis  10  cubic  yard 
refuse  vehicles  each  operated  by  a  driver/loader  and  a  loader,  The 
vehicles  operate  in  their  own  specific  areas,  details  of  which 
follow,  ranging  as  near  as  possible  to  the  various  tips  which  receive 

all  collected  refuse. 

Premises  are  normally  served  once  per  fortnight,  but  in  some  of 
the  more  scattered  parts,  once  monthly  serves  to  collect  refuse  from 
premises  where  ashes  are  used  for  other  purposes.  Arrangements  are 
made  with  individual  householders  in  their  areas  to  accommodate  their 
needs. 

In  addition  to  the  two  large  vehicles  we  also  utilise  the 
Fordson  10  cwt.  vehicle  to  maintain  a  regular  fortnightly  collection 
from  the  villages  of  Stean  and  High  Shaw  Mills.  This  is  necessary 
because  the  large  vehicles  are  not  able,  because  of  the  narrowness 
of  roads  and  bridges,  to  get  to  the  houses  in  these  areas.

HOUSING 


During  the  period  from  191U  to  the  present  time  few  houses,  excepting 
those  of  the  Council,,  were  built  in  this  District  and  the  great  majority 
of  the  houses  existing  before  that  period,  In  the  more  populous 
localities,  were  of  considerable  age.  They  were,  in  fact,  mostly  of  a 
period  when  damp  proof  courses  were  not  used  and  very  many  of  them  had 
brick  or  local  stone  flag  floors.  In  the  villages  to  the  east  of  the 
District  many  houses  were  cobble  or  brick  built,  while,  in  the  western 
areas,  local  stone  was  at  that  period  the  principal  building  material. 

The  result  of  those  forms  of  construction  was  that  the  houses  frequently 
suffered  from  rising  or  penetrating  dampness  or  both,  and  the  cold 
surfaces  encouraged  condensation  which  was  worsened  by  the  small  window 
with  only  a  minimum  of  openable  space. 

The  provision  of  some  qOO  Council  Houses  has  done  much  to  mitigate  the 
bad  conditions  and  has  reduced  overcrowding  to  almost  nothing,  but  the 
general  shortage  of  houses  in  the  country  has  meant  that,  if  a  house  is 
at  all  habitable  or  in  a  state  that  it  can  be  reconditioned,  It  is 
necessary  to  retain  it  in  occupation.  Apart  from  a  small  number  of  houses 
built  for  slum  clearance  between  the  two  major  wars,  the  other  Council 
houses  were  built  to  relieve  the  general  housing  shortage. 

During  the  last  year  the  question  of  slum  clearance  has  been  tackled 
with  the  small  amount  of  Technical  Officers'  time  that  has  been  available. 

The  release  of  one  Officer  from  part-time  duties  on  housing  management 
has  enabled  this  to  be  stepped  up  with  the  result  that  a  phased  programme 
of  housing  survey  has  been  formulated  and  one  clearance  scheme  is  nearing 
completion  which  we  expect  will  be  shortly  followed  by  others. 

The  most  congested  area  of  the  District,  that  of  Pateley  Bridge  and 
Bewerley,  is  being  tackled  first.  The  success  of  this  drive  depends 
very  largely  upon  the  availability  of  alternative  accommodation  for  the 
families  to  be  displaced  and  the  Department  is  aware  of  the  difficulties 
in  securing  suitable  sites  for  house  building  in  the  Pateley  Bridge  area. 

One  of  the  difficulties  presented  in  slum  clearance  is  the  fairly  large 
number  of  older  people,  either  couples  or  living  alone.  The  Council  has 
already  provided  bungalows  for  aged  persons  and  It  would  appear  that  a 
continuation  of  this  policy  is  desirable.  Owing  to  the  bungalows  taking  a 
greater  amount  of  building  land,  the  alternative  of  terraces  or  small  houses, 
which  could  be  used  by  old  couples  or  newly  married  persons,  would  appear 
to  be  desirable. 
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Considerable  advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Improvement  Grants  provided  by  the  Housing  Acts  and  many  habitations 
which  would  undoubtedly  have  so  deteriorated  as  to  become  incapable 
of  re-conditioning  have  been  retained  in  circulation,  and  many  others, 
by  renovation  and  additions,  have  been  considerably  raised  in 
standard.

I NSPSCTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


MILK  SUPPLY 

There  are  seventy  retailers  registered  as  supplying  milk  in 
the  area.  All  dairies  are  regularly  inspected  and  the  standard 
of  handling  and  supply  of  retail  milk  is  satisfactory.  Two 
wholesale  dairies  in  the  area  are  registered  for  the  pasteurisation 
of  milk  and  regular  inspections  are  carried  out  to  these  premises. 
During  the  past  year  these  dairies  have  again  produced  cheese  and 
toucter  for  local  consumption. 

Milk  is  also  delivered  to  the  area  from  premises  registered  with 
adjacent  Local  Authorities, 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 


There  are  eight  butchers  within  the  area  slaughtering  at  five 
licenced  slaughter  houses.  These  premises  were  brought  up  to 
date  in  1954  and  have  continued  to  be  kept  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

Regular  inspections  of  all  animals  slaughtered  have  been  carried 
out  during  the  year  and  the  quality  of  meat  slaughtered  for  human 
consumption  has  been  of  a  very  high  standard.  The  following  table 
shows  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  during  the 
year.

PNEUMONIA 

The  incidence  continues  high  especially  in  the 
Pateley  Bridge  area,  24  notifications  -  1.6  per 
1.000  population,  is  roughly  the  same  as  in  the 
previous  year. 

POLIOMYELITIS 

Three  cases  of  oaralytlc  poliomyelitis  were, 
confirmed  in  the  district,  one  occurring  in  June 
and  the  other  two  at  the  end  of  August.  All 
were  admitted  to  hospital. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

7  new  pulmonary  cases  were  notified  during  the  year, 
giving  an  attack  rate  of  0,47  per  1,000  population, 
compared  with  1.01  in  the  previous  year. 

2  non-pulmonary  cases  were  also  notified. 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  new  Council  houses  it  has 
toeen  impossible  to  rehouse  at  least  one  case  which 
urgently  needs  such  help,  and  it  seems  likely  that 
the  new  policy  of  a  reduced  subsidy  on  houses  which 
are  built  for  purposes  other  than  slum  clearance 
will  continue  to  make  it  more  difficult  to  secure 
the  rehousing  of  sufferers  from  tuberculosis  who 
do  not  live  in  a  house  which  Is  unfit  for  habitation. 

Housing  conditions  are  very  Important  in  relation 
to  an  individuals  chances  of  recovery  from  this 
disease,  and  I  hope  that  priority  will  continue  to 
toe  given  in  these  cases.
